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15. (ciirrcntly amended) Apparatus An apparatus, comprising: 
a processor; 
a media playei'; 

a program code module compr isinp; code executable by the processor to cairy out the 
5 following method steps: 

as a media stream is being received from a first server and rendered by the media player, 
dctcmiining whether the media stream is acceptable according to a given metric; 

if the media stream is not acceptable, and as the media stream continues to be received, 
taking a given action to initiate delivery of the media stream from a second serve r, where in the 
1 0 given act io n includes the steps of: (a) creat i ng a buffer; fh) receiving and caching in the buflcr 
advanc ed p ortions of the media stream: fc^ issuing a request to thc_ second server to initiate ^ 
delivery o f the media stream at a given o ff set; and (d) rendering the advanced portions of the 
media strea m: and 

receiving the media stream fir^om the second server; and 
1 5 when the given offset i s re ached, r endering i n the media player the media stream received 

from thc second server in the nio dia-pktyw. 



16. (currently amended) The appai-atus as described in claim 1 5, wherein the code is 
executable by the processor to initiate an instruction to the first server to cease transmission of 
20 the media stream {i ftor tho media pl ayer-be ginn r e uderin g-t h e m e dia stre am r e c e iv e d fr om4h« 
s e cond r .e rver bclor e rcnderin n: the adva n ced portions of the media strea m.

is executable by the processor to match data packets received from the first and second servers 
such that the media stream rendered in the media player appears continuous.

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20. (previously submitted) The apparatus as described in claim 15 wherein the media 
stream is not acceptable if it is being thinned by the first server. 



21. (previously submitted) The appaiatus as described in claim 1 5 wherein the media 
5 stream is not aeccptable if a given indication from the first server is received. 



22. (currently amended) The apparatus as described in claim 44 21 wherein the given 
indication is that the first server will be unavailable. 



^ 0 23. (previously submitted) The appai atus as described in claim 1 5, wherein the code 

executable by the processor detemiines that the second server has a response time that differs^ 
from a response time of the iirst server. 



24. (previously submitted) The apparatus as described in claim 1 5, wherein the code 
1 5 executable by the processor detcrmintss whether the media stream is acceptable periodical ly as 
the metiia stream is being delivered. 



25, (previously submitted) The apparatus as described in claim 1 5, wherein the code 
executable by the processor records given data associated with receipt of the media stream. 
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
